Washington. — The Washington arms conference Tuesday 


marked up two more great successes to its record as it neared the 
end of its work. 


The two latest successes of the conference are: 
1. 
Completion of the five-power treaty for reduction and 


limitation of the great navies of the world by a final agreement 
on article 19, providing for noufortification of the Pacific islands 
of fhe United States, Great Britain and Japan. 


2. 
Settlement in direct negotiations between Japan and China 


of the Shantung question, one of the most serious issues' of the Far 
East for more than two years. 


The naval limitation treaty will be announced to the world at 


a plenary session of the conference Wednesday. 


Another meeting of the' Japanese, 


and 
Chinese delegates is scheduled j 


for Tuesday, when it is expected that 
the Shantung settlement will" be.-Vr.e- 
duced to final form. 


Also a meeting of the full commit- 


tee on limitation of armament is on 
the program and' it is belteved that 
Secretary of State 'Hughes will read 
the final draft of the naval treaty for 
final approval when it is laid before

CHINA BUYS ROAD 


The terms .of the Shantung agree- 


ment are that China buys the Tsing- 
Tao-Tsinanfu railroad by deferred pay- 
ments with Chinese 
treasury notes 


over a period of fifteen years with a 
five-year option to buy _the road out- 
right, and that there be a Japanese 
traffic ma.nager of the railroad subject, 


^however, to the authority of a Chinese 


managing director with also a Japan- 
ese and Chinese accountant, each with 
equal powers.

Hope arose Tuesday that since the 


naval.treaty and Shantung have been 
settled the conference may wind up 
its work at the end of next week but 
whether this can be done is yet to be 
determined. Meanwhile it was planned 
that the Far Eastern committee get 
down to work again Tuesday in an ef 
fort to settle minor questions, -such as 
the Chinese eastern railway and to. 
proceed with the 21 demands.

It is quite probable that salaries 


which the council will determine this 
week will have considerable bearing 
on candidates for city offices at the 
primary election which is to be held 
March 21. It is common gossip where 
politicians gather that several men 
may be candidates to succeed J. A 
Hawes as mayor if the council will 
consent to boost the mayor's pay from 
the present $1,200 a year to a figure 
more, nearly commensurate with the 
duties, obligations and responsibilities 
of a man who directs a 
corporation 


valued at more than $20,000,000. 


There has been little discussion of 


the matter of salaries thus far be- 
cause it is not generally understood 
that the compensation of city officers 
is to be determined in February 


The law provides that the consent 


of three-fourths of the 
council is 
necessary to determine the salary of 
the tnayor and itnembers of the coun- 
cil. This fact is likely to cause con- 
siderable committee discussion before 
an agreement is reached. 


According to meagre information 


which has been obtained 
thus 
far 


there will be few changes in salaries 
of appointive officers.

THE AMERICAN WAT 


More than one hundred persons were 


killed wheji the roof of the Knickerbocker 
theatre in Washington, D. C. collapsed 
tinder a load of freshly fallen snow. The 
thought instantly arises, why was not the 
roof of this theatre so constructed that it 
would not collapse ? An investigation has 
been ordered. How characteristic! 


Whenever a theatre burns down and be- 


cause of improper construction or failure 
to provide reasonable safeguards against 
fire and adequate exits, and several hun- 
dred people are roasted to death or suffo- 
cated, we have an investigatidn. 


Whenever a steamer which is top- 


heavy, poorly built or so decrepit with age 
that it has long since ceased to be safe, 
goes down in a little rough weather or 
sinks at its wharf, and several hundred 
people are drowned, we have an inves- 
tigation. 


Whenever a schoolhouse that for a gen- 


eration has been a fire-trap and a menace 
to life burns down, and scores of children 
perish, we have an investigation. 


Whenever a building in course of con- 


struction that has been improperly de- 
signed and built with poor workmanship 
and material falls down, and a large mun- 
ber of human lives are sacrificed, we have 
an investigtiou. 


Whenever a coal mine that has not 


been properly ventilated and protected 
against gas and dust explodes, and sever- 
al hundred men's lives are snuffed out"," we 
have an investigation. 


Whenever a moving picture house that 


is a veritable death trap experiences a 
scare, and women and children, are tram- 
pled to death trying to get out of impos- 
sible exits, we have an investigation. 


Whenever a couple of passenger trains 


come together as a result ot" poor disci- 
pline or neglect, and scores of persons are 
slaughtered, we have an investigation. 


"Why should we expect anything else 


in the case of the Knickerbocker theatre 
catastrophe? 
It is typical of American 


carelessness, American evasion, American 
indifference. It is locking the door after 
the horse is stolen. 


Why do we not have investigation and 


action before the disaster occurs and hu- 
man beings in quantity are made to pay 
the toll? 


NATIONAL CONFERENCE ON 


HOUSING 


.The plan of Senator King of Utah for 


a national housing conference in Washing- 
ton, similar to the agricultural and unem- 
ployment conferences, accords with the 
present disposition 'to treat every subject 
as quasi-governmental. If the object of 
the meeting is to discuss ways to encour- 
age the building and ownership of homes 
it would be commendable; but let us hope 
that there is no idea of asking the federal 
government to create a fund, or to-furnish 
capital, or of organizing a national amor- 
tization association. 


The housing problem is a local problem 


and every community is competent, or 
should be, to solve it. In fact, outside of 
the largest cities, considerable progress 
in house building was made in the last 
half of 'the past year. 
Moreover, statis- 


tics concerning the housing shortage were 
based on conditions of congestion, and for 
eight or ten months population hoarded in 
the industrial centers has been dispersing 
in the country. 


The conference can serve the nation by 


offering valuable, practical suggestions for 
financing: and building homes, and pos- 
sibly organizing a home-owning campaign. 
By engaging in this public work it would 
be doing enough. Should it attempt more 
it might complicate the problem. A vigor- 


' •«», judicious, propaganda for home own- 


ership, -with information as to building, 
buying and financing probably would be 
of the most substantial effect in relieving 
the bousing shortage. 


KEN YON'8 FEDERAL COAL 


TRIBUNAL 


• Whether by a federal tribunal or au im- 


partial federal investigation it appears 
that the permanent improvement of oper- 
ating, wage and working conditions in 
the coal-mining industry must be brought 
about by publicity and the force of public 
opinion. For this reason there is merit to 
Senator Kenyon's recommendation for a 
regulatory tribunal. 
There are many ex- 


tremely difficult questions involved in the 
coal industry. All branches of mining are 
precarious, and in many of them, par- 
ticularly the coal industry, the public has 
a paramount interest. 


The mine workers are affected adverse- 


ly by the same conditions as the opera- 
tors. 
Living, working and wage ques- 


tions all have a relationship to produc- 
tivity and income, are grave matters with 
the mine workers and likewise to the own- 
ers. How can the coal industry problems 
be settled unless they are understood; and_ 
how can they be understood unless they 
are studied in an impartial manner? With 
the reliable facts at command publicity 
will settle the mining problems with pub- 
lic opinion. 


The twelve points of Senator Kenyon's 


code are doubtless acceptable to the great 
majority of the people, though radicals 
might oppose two or three of them. The 
senator is moving evidently in the right di- 
reotion. He should not depend wholly on 
a tribunal, but should have the coal indus- 
try fully and fairly investigated. 


NEW COMMERCE ON AMERICAN SOIL 


With the completion next month of the 


government-owned railroad in Alaska 
from the seaboard to the interior of that 
productive territory, a new commercial 
territory will be opened under modern 
conditions of trade convenience. The na- 
tural resources of this American territory 
in the Arctic circle axe vast and varied, 
and the railroad will provide the trans- 
portation facilities that should develop 
them 
rapidly. 
Progress 
follows 'the 


railroad. 


The new line, built and owned by the 


United States government, is 470 miles 
long, running from Seward to Fairbanks. 
It has been under construction four years, 
and has cost complete approximately. 
$65.000,000. There are said to be but 
few grades, the maximum in the high 
mountains being only two per cent, and 
only one long tunnel of a few hundred 
feet. 
To keep the gradient low many 


trestles had to be built. 


When the construction of this railroad 


was under consideration it met with 
strong opposition. It was contended that 
private capital could do the work much 
better than the government, and that gov- 
ernment operation as well as construction 
would be a failure. There can, however, 
be little doubt that the nation was wise in 
electing to make it a government project. 
Although the railroad may not be profit- 
able from an earning standpoint for some 
tune, in the end it will doubtless prove to 
be a good investment. It will populate 
and develop Alaska and the trade to and 
from its territory will be of great value. 


The public holds many false ideas about 


Alaska, and the difficulties which stand in 
the way of developing its resources. In- 
stead of being an inhospitable country, 
Alaska invites capital and the settler. 
The climate is not nearly so severe as most 
people imagine. 
In northern Alaska 


and in Canada, along the shores of the 
Arctic ocean, the snow fall is comparative- 
ly light. Central Alaska will soon be grow- 
ing all the whoat it needs, and Steffaiis- 
son predicts that in another fifty years 
Alaska will be exporting reindeer meat in 
quantity for consumption in the United 
States. The metals and timbor of Alaska 
are 
almost 
inexhaustible. 
Steffansson 


believes that Alaska and the Arctic circle 
are a coming country. So do the American 
people and their government, and that is 
why the railroad in its interior has been 
constructed and he would be foolhardy in- 
deed who predicted that the future will 
not fully demonstrate the wisdom of this 
pioneer undertaking.

MEAT AND METABOLISM 


Appetite is the pleasure of anticipation we feel 


when we see or «mell or even imagine eavory food. 
Hunger is different. Hunger sensation is apparent- 
ly caused by contractions of the stomach. 
Physiologist*, students of body functions, have 


learned that the old fancy that appetite or hunger is 
caused by the secretion of an acid gastric juice in 
the empty stomach from the sight, smell or thought 
of savory food, was wrong. No such secretion oc- 
curs until the food is tasted and chewed; then the 
hormones or' chemical messengers carry the glad 
news to the glands of the stomach and the glands 
can start work. 
Man is evidently laid out and specifically adapted 


for meat eating. The taste of meat, its flavor, 
which depends largely upon the extractives present, 
excites immediately a copious secretion of gastric 
juice of relatively high acidity as compared with the 
juice secreted when one eats or tastes vegetables- 
The extractives are substances of little or no nutri- 
tive value which dissolve in water, as in meat broth 
or meat juice—stimulant to appetite and digestion, 
not nutritive. The only way the' nutrition can ,be 
extracted from meat is by eating the meat. Meat 
broth or meat juice stimulates and fills the stom- 
ach for a brief period, but can not sustain as does 
a bit of the meat itself. 


Meat is chiefly digested in the stomach, as are 


egg white, the casein or albuminous part of milk 
and cheese, and the proteins or albuminous consti- 
tuents of vegetables. Acid is essential in the di- 
gestion of albumin, and the taste of meat induces 
secretion of -a more highly acid gastric juice than 
does the ta.sie of milk or cheese or baked beans. 
That fact favors the belief that man is naturally a 
carnivorous animal. 
* 


Tough meat is as readily digested and often more 


nutritious than the tender and more expensive cuts. 
Round steak, for instance, has it over porterhouse 
in both respects. Round steak is really the pre- 
ferable cut if the cook'knows her business. 


Meat digests as, well when swallowed in small 


pieces or fragments as when finely chewed or 
ground. It is not so essential to masticate meat 
to a pulp as it is to masticate bread or vegetable or 
fruit, for these latter things are partly digested in 
the mouth by the saliva, and. meat is not. 


White meat and dark meat are equally digestible 


and equally nutritious and equally rich in nitro- 
genous material from which urea and uric acid are 
derived. Pork, veal, bob veal, chicken, cold storage 
chicken, elderly fowl and beef are all about equally 
digestible and equally nutritious so far as the lean 
is concerned. Of course fat. is more nutritious than 
lean muscle substance.

But it is altogether wrong to 
think of the entire r.ace in such terms. 
These are special peoples, and there 
is no necessary connection between a 
black skin and a low intellectuality 
or a low morality. The forest folk are 
not representative of the black race, 
and where the natural conditions are 
favorable the Africans have a civili 
zation of their own that in many res- 
pects is equal to ours. In the mani- 
pulation of the scientific instruments 
of civilization the black man is as good 
as the white man. It is only a ques- 
tion of giving the blacks proper op- 
portunities and they will, in a very 
few years, make enormous strides. 


'-' 'Potentially the black race is'pr 


bably as good as the white. Consider 
for a moment of what recent date is 
our scientific civilization. We have 
gone ahead, and the records of our 
dealings with the black peoples, arm 
ed as we were with certain advantag- 
es, is .not flattering. We looked upon 


jjm as slaves, and we continue in 


some sense to regard theni as sJaves. 
But what in the history of the worlc 
is an advance of a few hundred years? 
If onf^ takes a wider view than Afri- 
ca, if one looks at the colored peoples 
in generil, one sees that our civiliza- 
tion has its sources in Asia, which is 
yellow. We, white men, are not the 
first, and we may not be the last 
representatives of civilization.' 
" 'I do not deny that the education 


of the negro has yet to be effected. I 
do not deny that the sense of tradition 
has been lost and that he has no deep 
hereditary roots. What I affirm is 
that he has qualities of heart and 
head that arc not to be treated as 
negligible. He is naturally good and 
faithful, has the sentiment of honor, 
and given a real chance will reach 
a high standard. There is a black 
elite^that may excel in every domain 
of the human spirit. 
" 'That there is a black peril, that 


the black races if raised from their 
present position will some day come 
into opposition and conflict with th< 
white races, I do not believe for one 
moment.

moan the saving: of a few hundred 
dollars annually to the 
department. 


Among- the changes contemplated is 
the removal of a small stretch of road 
from Appleton route 4 and putting it 
on Blak Creek route 2. 
This one 


change alone will save J120 per year. 
Another change on Appleton route 2 
.will save J30 per year. 


The postal department, 
according 


to regulations, must pay carriers a 
stated sum up to routes of 25 miles 
in length. Over 25 miles, the carrier 
receives J30 per 
mile 
or 
fraction 


thereof annually for each additional 
mile traveled. 
The change on Apple- 


ton route 2 is to be made where .the 
carrier left the main road and drove 
south three-eights- of a mill to serve 
one family and then back to the main 
road.
